ity. It will come up for a vote at the next 
meeting of the council. 

Gorporation Counsel Draws Bill. 
‘The ordinance against forestalling was 
drafted by Corporation Counsel Walker after 
he had found authority for it in the statutes. 
_ It is backed up by numerous decisions, and 
the extreme penalty the city can inflict was 
adopted as none too great for the crime of 
forcing up the price of fue] and thereby caus- 
ing widespread suffering. It goes into effect 
at the end of ten days, and the city hall 
officials are prepared to bring suit against 
pvery coal dealer found breaking the law 
at the end of that time. :

TRUST LEGISLATION PROBABLE. 


Republicans in Congress Believe Por- 
tions of Knox Plan Will Be 


Passed This Session. 7 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 12—Following the 
conference at the White house last night, at- 
tended by Senator Aldrich and Speaker Hen- 
derson,:' there has been a great deal of dis- 
cussion among the republicans of the sen- 
ate as to the prospects of anti-trust legisla- 
tion during this session of congress. The 
conclusion reached is that some measure will 
be passed, 

‘** There will be no radical legislation,” said 
one prominent republican senator, “ but a 
measure embodying some features of the 
Knox bill may be passed. The republicans 
are not going to accept any or everything 
that is offered, nor will they abdicate to 
the minority to dictate what shall be done. 

“It will be some time, however, before the 
trust bills are taken up. and senators will 
have time to inform themselves on all phases 
of the subject before a bill is brought before 
the senate.’”’

This is the status at the present time of 
Judge William H. Taft, the governor of the 
Philippines! He did not want the place when 
it was first offered to him, but was induced 
te go there by President McKinley and 
Secretary Root. He resigned a life position 
as @ member of the United States Circuit 

“court of Appeals because he was led to be- 
lieve it was his duty. 
MeKinley assured him that when his work 

- geross the sea was finished he would be con- 
sidered in line for the first vacancy in the 
Supreme court of the United States. 

Since he first went to Manila and under- 
took the arduous duties as chief executive 
of the islands Judge Taft has seen one va- 
eancy on the Supreme bench pass out of his 
reach, and now another one is in sight which 
i again likely to be filled by some lawyer 
who has been taking things easy in this 
country. 

When Justice Gray died the place at once 
was offered to Gov. Taft, although the va- 
cancy was not in his circuit, as Justice Gray 
came from Massachusetts and Gov. Taft is 
anative of Ohio. Gov. Taft believed his work 
was not yet done in the Philippines, especial- 
ly as he had not settled the vexed question 
of the friars’ lands, and accordingly he de- 
clined the place, although, as his friends 
well knew, he would rather be a justice of 
the Supreme court than hold any office with- 
in the gift of the people, with, of course, the 
possible exception of the presidency. 

Justice Shiras expects to retire from the 
bench at the end of this term of the court. 
The prospective vacancy again was ¢ffered to 
Gov. Taft, but the present indications are 
that he alreadyehas declined the honor again. 
The dispatches from Manila show that the 
people there are much worked up over the 
situation and are calling upon the governor 
to stand by then and remain in the islands 
until he has put the insular government on 

such a firm foundation that it will be beyond 

danger. 

Those who know the situation say that, 
while Gov. Taft already has declined the 
vacancy to be made by the retirement of 
Justice Shiras, the president and Secretary 
Root have both begged him to reconsider his 
declination. 

The demands of the people of Manila, how- 
ever, involving as they do only a continuation 
of hard work and the endurance of aclimate 
which already has had a disastrous effect 
upon the governor's health, are likely, 
strangely enough, to have a more powerful 
effect with him than the promptings of his 
own ambition and the possibility of fulfilling 
the dearest wish of his professional career.

It is doubtful if the history of American 

politics furnishes many such examples of a

for the sake of his desire to do his full duty 
by his country and by millions of brown men, 
few of whom even can speak his own lan- 


guage. 

If Gov. Taft persists in his refusal to accept 
the vacancy already in sight, it may be years 
before there is another chance. Justi¢e 
Harlan, who represents the Ohio-Kentucky 
circuit, is.a splendid specimen of ripe man- 
hood. He may live to adorn the bench for 
Many years, and by that time there might be 
& democratic administration and all hope of 
reward for his splendid work in the Philip-

It has been suggested that in case of the 
Retirement of Secretary. Root Judge Taft 
Might be brought back to this country and 
Made secretary of war, where he would have 
the fullest possible chance of continuing the 
work of creating a government for the Phil- 
ippine islands.

The house committee on merchant marine 
and fisheries has been authorized to com- 
ménce at once an official investigation of the 
entire question of transportation, prices, and 
the handling of coal, particularly in the north 
Atlantic states. It is hoped by this investi- 
gation to bring out some satisfactory ex- 
planation of why it is that there is so great 
a coal famine and such extraordinary prices 
at tidewater, within easy reach of the an- 
thracite mines of Pennsylvania. apo 

The determining of the neasons for the pres- 
ent famine at Philadelphia and New 
York, Which are in the region absolutely de- 
pendent upon enthracite coal, will, it is ex- 
pected, furnish the solution of the problem for 
all the rest of the country. 

Philadelphia, New York, and New England 
are much nearer to the anthracite ficide than 
they are to any bituminous coal. Their soft 
coal must come by water from Norfolk, and 
yet ‘at tHe present time fancy prices are 
charged for bituminous coal in. Washington, 
Baltimore, Philadelphia, New York, and 
‘Boston, although each of those cities has 
water transportation and Norfolk has the 
largest coal docks and the deepest harbor on 
the north Atlantic coast. 


It was decided at the meeting of the ways 
and means committee today to take the 
tariff off coal.for the present entirely. This 
will be done by means of the payment of a 
rebate, so that the importer will get back the 
entire amount of the duty paid, which is 67 
cents @ ton.

If this were not true, a tariff 
of 67 cents a ton would not keep out foreign 
coal when anthracite is selling in this coun-

INCIDENT OF CHINESE WAR ONLY 
JUST COMES TO LIGHT. 


Vigerous Letter Written by Gen. Chat- 
_ fee to Von Waldersee Protesting 
Against Wanton Destruction of 
_ Historic Building Followed by De- 
mand for an Apology—Cabinet’s 
Diplomatic Note Mollifies Germans 
—State Secret Given Out. 


_ Washington, D. C., Jan. 12.—[Special.}— 
Former Attorney General Griggs in a recent 
talk let out some state secrets regarding the 
events which followed the landing of the 
allied forces on Chinese soil in the summer 
of 1901, and told of a clash between Germany 
and the United States never before related. 

“The story which Gen. Chaffee is now 
telling,” said Mr. Griggs, “‘ about how Amer- 
ica saved $80,000,000 for the Chinese govern- 
ment reads almost like a romance, and yet 
there is another story in connection with 
our forces in China which I am surprised 
American newspapers have never learned of, 
and that is about a letter Gen. Chaffee wrote 
to Von Waldersee, the commander-in-chief 
of the allied forces in China. | 

“Shortly after the entrance of the Ger- 

man forces into Pekin the soldiers of the 
‘kaiser entered into and destroyed the great 
and historic observatory in that city. So 
flagrant was the outrage that Gen. Chaffee 
wrote a letter of protestation to Von Walder- 
see. 
| Applauded by the Cabinet. 
_“ The letter of Gen. Chaffee was read one 
morning at a cabinet meeting and upon the 
conclusion of its reading the members of the 
cabinet were found applauding the senti- 
ments therein expressed. I can only remem- 
ber the tenor of the letter, and now that the 
Chinese wer is a closed incident and our 
soldiers, as weil as the soldiers of the na- 
tions, have been drawn from the celestial 
empire it seems the incident of the Chaffee 
letter should accompany the story Gen. 
Chaffee is now telling. 

“In substance the letter was a protest 
against the destruction of so ancient an ob- 
servatory as that of Pekin. In the letter 
Gen. Chaffee said it was the act of barbari- 
ans and he wanted to protest as strongly as 
he possibly could against such ruthless 
demolition. In due course Gen. von Walder- 
see returned the letter to the German am- 
passador at Washington without comment, 
Speck von Sternberg, then chargé d'affaires,

Critical Moment in War. 


sa Tt was a serious moment fn the Chinese 
situation. Gen. Chaffee’s letter was not 
couched In diplomatic language. It was the 
letter of a sturdy American soldier protest- 
ing against useless and wanton destruction 
of property that should have been held 
sacred. 

‘Speck von Sternberg, who is a splendid 
fellow, is at the same time the perfect em- 
bodiment of the imperialism of his august 
majesty. Sternberg was greatly excited 
and he was rushing around demanding rep- 
aration for the gross insult Gen. Chaffee 
had put upon the commander in chief of 
the allied forces in China.

CHICAGO ASKS MILLION 


BILL TO INCREASE AMOUNT FOR 
NEW POSTOFFICE IS OFFERED. 


Representative Boutell Introduces in 
Congress a Measure Adding $1,000,- 
000 to the Limit of the Cost of the 
Federal Building—Extra Sum to Be 
Applied in Giving the Interior a 
Finish Equal to That of First Class 
Stractures in Other Cities. _ 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 12.—[Special.]— 
Representative Boutell today introduced a 
bill In congress to increase the limit of cost 
of the Chicago public building from $4,000,- 
000 to $5,000,000. This was done in pursu- 
ance of an agreement made with Repre- 
sentative-elect Lorimer last Saturday. All 
the Illinois members are favorable to the 
proposition, and the bill will in all probabili- 
ty be passed. . 

Mr. Boutell prepared a statement showing 
the necessity for the additional appropria- 
tion, and also the cost of the Chicago build- 
ing as compared with that of other public 
structures.. Among other things he said: 

‘The original appropriation of $4,000,000 
was made seven years ago, and was not 
based upon aby plans of specifications. The 
exterior of the bullding, now about com- 
pleted, will cost $2,500,000. The machinery 
and mechanical equipment, includjng heat- 
ing, ventilating, etc., will cost about $500,- 
000. | 


More Money Is Needed. | 

This would leave the original appropriation 
only $1,000,000 for the interior finish. Since 
the original plans and specifications were 
made there has been a great advance in the 
cost of labor and material. To complete the 
building with interior finish similar to 
that of the best public buildings in the coun- 
try and such office buildings in Chicago as 
the Marquette, New York Life, or Mer- 
chants’ Loan and Trust buildings would cost 
about $2,000,000. This style of finish is sub- 
stantially the one adopted in the New York 
custom house, the Indianapolis postoffice, 
Cleveland postoffice, and the Philadelphia 


mint. 
Less than Other Buildings. 

“Even at a cost of $5,000,000 the total 
cost of our building, with the superior finish, 
will be 41 cents per cubic foot; that of the 
Pittsburg postoffice, 49 cents; Cincinnati 
postoffice, 64 cents; Philadelphia postoffice, 
65 cents; Omaha postoffice, 71 cents; St. 
Louis postoffice, 96 cents; New York post- 
office, $1. Considering the increase in the 
cost of wages and material the Chicago build- 
ing, if completed with the superior finish, will 
still be the most economically constructed 
large government building in the country. 

‘“‘ When completed the Chicago postoffice, in 
general plan and convenience of handling 
business, will be the model postoffice, not 
only of this country but of the world, as it 
contains the latest and most improved devices 
for handling the mail. It is being built for 
use for a long time, and should be finished in 
keeping with the beautiful and magnificent 
outlines of the exterior, regardless of ex- 
pense.”’

COUNTESS LONYAY, KING LEO- 
POLD’S DAUGHTER, ALONE, 


Former Orown Princess of Austria 
and Widow of the Archduke Ru- 
dolph, Son of Emperor Frans Josef, 
Is Abandoned by Her Husband, to 
Whom She Was Married Two Years 
Ago—Each Accuses the Other ané 
a Divorce Is Expected. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB. } 

VIENNA, Jan. 12.—The Cowhtess Lonyay, 
formerly Crown Princess Stephanie of Aus- 
tria, widow of the Archduke Rudolph, and 
daughter of King Leopold of Belgium, has 
been deserted by her husband, the Count 
de Lonyay, to whom she was married on 
March 22, 1900. The count abandoned her 
at Mentone, France, on Jan. 7. His present 
whereabouts are unknown. 

The marriage of the crown princess to 
Count Lonyay was bitterly opposed by her 
father, King Leopold, as well as by Emperor 
| Franz Josef. 


Each Accuses the Other. 

It is. known that the couple have lived un- 
happily for several months past. Each com- 
‘plains against the other. Count Lonyay feels 
humiliated at being obliged to occupy a posi- 
tion secondary to that of his wife, and he 
fears financial ruin in consequence of her 
exorbitant expenditures. On the other hand, 
it is declared that the Countess has proofs 
of her husband's infidelity. Some days ago, 
it is declared, the countess told her Viennese 
physician that, owing to malaria, her hus- 
band was suffering from mental depression. 
A divorce is believed to be inevitable. 

As a widow the former crown princess en- 
joyed an income of $125,000 and had free resi- 
dence at the imperial palace. The couple 
married in the belief that Emperor Francis 
Joseph and King Leopold together would 
contribute handsomely to their maintenance. 
In this, however, they were disappointed. 
The emperor gave the countess $25,000 a 
year only, while King Leopold stopped her 
former allowance of $10,000 a year, 


Appeals to Her Daughter. 

The countess consequently tried to meet 
all the expenses of maintaining her house- 
hold with one-fifth of her former income, 
and found the task impossible. She used the 
influence of her daughter, Archduchess Eliz- 
abeth Marie, who is a favorite with the 
Austrian emperor, to secure additional 
money, and to obtain permission to reside 
in one of the imperial palaces, where she 
would be out of the reach of her creditors. 
She was granted the use of the place at Hete- 
zendorff, near Vienna, but this privilege ex- 
pired upon the marriage of her daughter to 
oe Prince von Windisch-Graetzs, Jan. 8, 


King Leopold refuses to recognize the 
countess as his daughter. On the occasion of 
the death of her mother, the queen of the 
Belgians, Leopold refused to permit her to 
attend the funeral and practically drove her 
out of the kingdom. 


Princess Clings to Giron. 

GENEVA, Jan. 12.—Dr. Zehme, counsel at 
the Saxony court for the crown princess who 
recently eloped with M. Giron, states that 
the princess has no intention of leaving M. 
Giron. She is taking steps to obtain a di- 
voree, and nothing more.

One by Ald, Leininger for a flat building in the 
Sixteenth ward. 


Ordinance to Brace Up Bonds. 
Controller McGann sent In a request for 
the passage of an ordinance whereby the 
city should set aside $200,000 as «9. fund out 
of which to pay all delayed tterest and 
other charges on special assessment bonds. 
He said this would bring the value of these 
bonds up to par, and relieve the taxpayer 
of the extra cost of the work resulting from 
the allowance the contractors make for the 
loss in selling the bonds. It was explained 
the fund would ultimately be recouped by 
the delayed payments. The ordinance was 
sent to the finance committee. 

Close Call for the Mayor. 
What started in a joke for the mayor came 
pretty near being a serious matter before the 
roll call wes finished. He had vetoed an 
order passed at a former meéting for Ald. 
Scully, directing the city to stop dumping 
ashes and garbage in a Gection of the 
Thirteenth ward. Ald. Scully asked to have 
the order passed over the veto, and, with 
three exceptions, all the republican alder- 
then voted with him. | 
* Look at Scully watching the vote,’’ called 
out the mayor at thestart, and then when the 
“ayes” began to roll in t alderman 
shouted back: 
“ Look at yourself watching 
The mayor was sustained, the vote being 
86 to 27, not the neceesary two thirds, but it 
was the closest call Mr. Harrison has had to 
having one of his vetoes overridden since he 
has been mayor. 


Ripple Over Lighting Contracts. 
Ald. Butler started what looked Itke trou- 
ble by moving to take the awardingi of the 
contract for gasoline lights away from the 
finance committee and sending & to the 
one on gas, oil, and electric lights. He com- 
plained that while the Cleveland Vapor com- 
pany was the lowest bidder In ‘the three 
districts for which. it had bid, the contract 
was to be let to the American Development 
company because it was the lowest in the 
eatire seven in the city: Shutting out the 
Cleveland company, he claimed, would give 
the American company a monopoly. 

* Such action is the height of discourtesy 
to the finance committee,”’ said Ald. Mavor, 
chairman of that committee. ‘‘ The contract 
was given to the American company be- 
cause it bid $2.12% if it got all seven dis- 
tricts, but $2.20 on any single district it 
might get. The Cleveland company bid $2.10 
on three districts. If we were to do as Ald. 
Butler wants we would save $250. By the 

ttee’s plan we save $2,800."’ 

“ Ald. Butler is trying-to pay some polft- 
ical debts,”-shouted out Ald’ Zimmer, and, 
after other members of the finance commit- 
tee had protested, Ald. Butler consented to 
having his motion filed after publication. 


To Extend Haymarket Square. 

Ald. Butler had passed the order, for an 
ordinance from the board of local improve- 
ments to have Haymarket square extended 
as far west as Peoria street, the work to be 
paid for by special assessment. 

The People’s Gas company sent in its bills’ 
for the last six months, amounting to $857,- 
137. City electrician .objected to them as 
being $4,816 too large and they were sent to ° 
the finance committee. 

Ald. Jackson presented his substitute for 
the Finn and Bennett municipal ownership 
bills, and all three were made a special order 
for the next meeting.

'MINERS BLAMED 


Say Unions Have Adopted 
Restrictive Rules. 


One 
of Hours Lost by Mitchell 
Day and Other Holidays. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 12.—[Special.)— 
Witnesses before the anthracite coal], strike 
commission today were mainly officials and 
employés of the operators, who testified that 
the unions were to blame for restrictions in 
output since the strike; and that the or- 
ganizations had systematic methods of in- 
terfering with the proper conduct of oper- 
ations. 

in the absence of Chairman Gray, who is Ill, 
Brig. Gen. Wilson again assumed the duties 
of chairman, 

The first witness today was Abel I. Cul- 
ver of New York, controller of the Delaware 
and ‘Hudson company. On cross-examina- 


Delaware and Hudson company was selling 
coal to middlemen at tidewater at $5 a ton 
for prepared sizes. He did not know what 
prices the middlemen were receiving from 
the public. | 

C. C. Rose of Scranton, superintendent of 
the coal department of the Delaware and 
Hudson company, was recalled. He stated 
that several of the companies’ collieries were 
flooded as a result of the strike of the steam- 
men on June 2. He considered thatthe strik- 
ers were dictating to the company. 


‘Tells of Benefit System. 

George Anderson of Scranton, a clerk in 
the. coal department of the company, pre- 
sented numerous statistics bearing upon the 
isevues before the commission. One of the 
statements showed 2,388 of the company’s 
13,258 employés have been working in or 
about the mines from ten to sixty yeare. 
He produced data showing the workings 
of the company’s relief fund, with which 
more than 5,000 of the company’s employés 
are connected, The workers pay to the fund 
one day’s pay each year, the company con- 
tributing an equal amount. Men who are 
injured recef¥Ve $6 a week for three months, 
and in case of death their heirs receive 
$50 for funeral expenses. 

The widows receive $3 a week for one 
year and $1 a week for one year for each 
child under 12 years of age. The company 
fixed $2.18 ag the amount a contract miner 
should contribute as a day’s.pay. 

- Hours Lost by Holidays. 

Mr. Anderson also presented a statement 
showing that the twenty-eight collieries of 
the company lost 368 ten hour days in 1901 
for which the employés were responsible. 
Of these 113*were lost on account of picnics 
and other holidays, fifty-nine on account of 
‘* Mitchell day ”’ ana other days, and 194 
days on account of strikes and suspensions. 
Another statement offered by the witness 
showed that since the strike ended in the 
latter part of October the twenty-eight col- 
lieries lost 110 days, reducing the coal produc- 
tion of the company 92,581 tons. 


Restrictive Rules of Unions. 


Thomas R. Thomas, outside foreman at the 
‘Jermyn colliery of the company, told of the 
difficulty he had tn inducing the men to mine 
more coal. He produced a paper, alleged to 
have been drawn up by local union 125, which 
stated that any man loading more cars in 
the headings than are loaded in the chambers 
would be expelledfrom the union. Twomen, 
he said, violated this alleged rule of the union 
and their tools were destroyed and one of 
their houses was dynamited as a result of 
not restricting their daily output. 
He said the contract miners averaged about 
four hours a day. 
Henry Birkbeck, inside foreman of the 
Vonstorch colliery, told of the injury of a boy 
in the mines and of his discharging the man 
Who was responsible for the accident. The 
union men in the colliery, he said, struck for 
the reinstatement of the dismissed man, but 
he refused to, take him back. 
William H.|Dettrey of Nouremburg, the 
. newly elected president of district No. 7 of 
-the miners’ union, against whom it was 
testified last week that he said nonunion 
men ‘should have their throats cut or should 
receive a ‘‘ good thumping,’’ was summoned 
to the witness stand by the miners. He 
denied the charges absolutely, and several 
witnesses were called who corroborated his 
statements. 

_ Limits Set for Loading. 
David Davis, foreman of the Lafigcliffe 
colliery; H. T. Hughes, foreman of the Plym- 
outh No. 5 :colliery; and Frederick Badman, 
foreman of Plymouth No. 3, all tegtified that 
ince the strike of 1900 the miners and la- 
borers will not load as many cars as they did 
prior to that strike. The men were willing, 
but were afraid of expulsion from the wnion. 
Mr. Badman told of difficulties he had in 
filling a place where a union man had been 
discharged. He said it was the rule of the 
union that no union man should take an- 
other’s place, 
James P. Dickson, freight agent of the 
Delaware and Hudson company at Wilkes- 
barre, handed up @ statement showing the 
prices of groceries, meats, and other neces- 
saries. The figures, he said, showed that the 
prices were only slightly above those of 1900, 


HONORS DUE TO A PATRIARCH. 


Monument Will Be Erected Over Grave 
Containing Body of George Low- 
_ fey, Cherokee Chief. 


The council of the Cherokee nation has 
passed a bill providing that the remains of 
the ol@ patriarch, George Lowrey, be reburied 
at Tahlequah, and that a monument be 
erected to mark the new grave. The Arrow 
says that Lowrey. was one of the most re- 
nowned of the Cherokees. He was born, the 
paper continues, in Tahskeegee, on the Ten- 
nessee river, about 1770, and died Oct. 20, 
1852. Im 1791 or 1792 he visited President 
Washington as delegate representing the 
Cherokees and was well received, 

In 1810 he was commissioned as captain of 
the light horse and served under Gen. An- 
drew Jackson throughout the war of 1812, 
becoming renowned for valorous fighting in 
the battle of New Orleans. He was a mem- 
ber of the first Cherokee national committee 
im 1814, and was a member of the commission 
that negotiated the treaty of 1819. He was 
a major of Col, Gideon Morgan’s Cherokee 
regiment in the war with the Creeks and 
assumed command of the regiment. when 
Col, Morgan was wounded while assisting 
Gen. Jackson in the battle: of Horseshoe 
Bend. He was a member of the convention 
‘which framed the Cherokee cénstitution in 
1827. At the convention of IMinois camp 
ground, on July 12, 1838, he acted as president 
of the eastern Cherokees, George Guess 
(Sequoyeah) acting as president of the west- 
ern Cherokees. He was president of the 
Cherokee national constitutional convention 
at Tahlequah in September, 1839, and was 
the first to eign the constitution. He was 
elected aseistant chief in 1827 and often aft- 
erward. He was one of the signers of the 
compact between the Creeks, Osages, and 
Cherokees around the great council fire at 
Tahlequah, July 3, 1843. He filled.several of- 
fices and it is said of him that he performed 
the duties of the offices well. He died an 
honored man, @ spotiess patriot, and a de- 
voted Christian. |

- Values Not All Alike. 


On the subject of property values the court: 
says: ‘ The market value for general pur- 
poses, of real estate, free to be put to any 
lawful use in a great and growing city, is 
not a true test when applied to real estate 
limited by law to a particular use. When 
‘the use to which a plece of real property 
may at any time be devoted is voluntary on 
the part of the owner and he has a lawful 
right to change it as he ‘chooses, then in 
fixing its value it is proper to consider in 
connection therewith any lawful use of 
which it is susceptible. Not so when that 
to which it may be put is fixed and limited 
by law to one particular use. In such case, 
it has no value for general purposes. This 
is true of real estate in use as part of the 
right of way of a railroad.”’

CRISIS NEAR IN STRIKE 
ON UNION PACIFIC ROAD. 


motives from East Will Mean Gen- 
eral Walkout of All Employes. 


Omaha, Neb., Jan. 12.—[Special.]—<A crisis 
is at hand in the Union Pacific machinists’ 
strike, and if the company attempts to break 
the strike by bringing in new locomotives, it 
is claimed by the union leaders that a gen- 
eral walkout in all lines of work will fol- 

low. 

The news that seventy-one locomotives 
ordered last spring would be shipped west 
soon was heard today. Should they be de- 
livered in safety it would be a severe blow 
to the strikers, as their best chance of vic- 
tory is in the fact that no repair work Is 
being done, and the rolling stock rapidly is 
becoming unfit for use. 

One union official today said: 

“If the locomotives" are sent the other 
men employed on the system will go out on 
a sympathetic strike. All of the employés 
of the road have grievances and will take 
this opportunity of getting them rectified."’ 
Another strike official tonight said that 
there is no possibility of the engines being 
delivered. He said the road would not get 
any engines whatever till the strtke is set- 
tled, or but one at the most. He saidas soon 
as such a move was started the officers would 
discover it, and not more than one locomo- 
tive would get to the company before they 
would have all the rest blocked from com- 


‘** It isn’t hard to see how we could prevent 
the road from getting its engines,’’ said a 
union man. ‘‘ As soon as it became known 
that a certain locomotive works had sent 
an engine to this road and was working on 
others for it, we would simply have a strike 
called in those works, and they could not 
get the engines out.”’

BUYERS OF STRATTON’S MINE 
SUE ESTATE FOR $6,000,000. 


British Investors Declare Famous In- 
dependence Gold Producer at Cripple 
Creek Was “Salted.” 


Denver, Colo., Jan. 12.—[Special. ]—The ex- 
ecutors of the W. 8. Stratton estate and I. 
Harry Stratton, the heir-at-law, were sued 
today for $6,000,000 by the Stratton Inde- 
pendence company on the allegation that 
the famous Independence mine at Cripple 
Creek had been “ salted’’ before its sale to 
the British syndicate. 

The complaint filed in the federal court al- 
leges that, at the time the mine was sam- 
pled, preparatory to concluding the sale, 
which had been negotiated through the 
Venture corporation of London, the sam- 
ples were ‘‘ salted,"’ so that the amount of 
ore, according to those samples, was valued 
at $7,000,000, when in reality the ore in sight 
was worth only $2,000,000 or less. It is al- 
leged that the sacks of samples were opened 


rich, ground up silvanite. 

' The Venture corporation will also bring a 
similar suit declaring that its expert, C. A. 
Rickard, was deceived by the salted ore, and 
the individual stockholders will bring ac- 
tions for the return of their money, alleging 
that they were induced to purchase stock at 
$5, $10, and $15 which in reality was not 
worth such prices.

Willis P. Dickinson, banker, racehorse 
owner, and brother of Charles Dickinson, 
Turkish consul and president of the Masonic 
temple safety vaults, is about six laps ahead 
of Sheriff Llliff of Buchanan county, la., ina 
legal interstate handicap, the sheriff sbeing 
armed with extradition papers and warrants 
for Mr. Dickinson's arrest on a charge of 
embezzlement. 

Since Jan. 2—the date of the Iowa official's 
arrival in Chicago—he has been distanced, 
Mr. Dickinson was located at Chester, LIL, 
last night by his business associates and told 
to come home. It is asserted that he will 
prove that he is the creditor and not the 
debtor of his accusers. 

Dickinson, whose offices are at 1405 Ma- 
sonic temple, and who was a stockholder in 
the temple safety vaults, is under indictment 
for embezzlement of $7,500, being part of an 
alleged shortage of $21,000 in his accounts 
with the Boone Valley Coal and railroad 
company of Boone county, Ia. 


Want to Get Back $21,000. 


In addition to being a financial agent, 
Dickinson has been the owner of a string 
of racehorses, including Gentle Lady and 
lolene. For several years he had been the 
timancial agent of the Iowa company here 
in Chicago. A year and a half ago he was 
intrusted with $100,000 worth of notes and 
bonds of the company to sell. The company 
claims that of this amount he has accounted 
tor $79,000. In spite of frequent demands 
for an accounting, he declined, it is said, to 
make any satisfactory showing for the 
amount he still held, his reply being that he 
rad not disposed of the $10,000 in bonds 
and the $11,000 in notes which constituted 
the unaccounted for balance. This explana- 
tion was accepted until the company dis- 
covered, it is alleged, that the First National 
bank of Mount Pleasant, la., held $3,000 and 
the First National Bank of Independence, 
la., $5,000 of this paper. This discovery was 
made when these banks requested a settle- 
ment.

Company Secures an Indictment, 


The company then secured Mr. Dickinson's 
indictment by the Buchanan county grand 
jury on the charge of embezzling $7,600, that 
being the amount for which he could be held 
responsible in that county.

FINDS MATRIMONY A WAR, 


VETERAN PIKE TELLS OF BATTLE 
‘WITH HIS WIFE. 


Testifies in Divorce Hearing That His 


Finger Was Broken in a Hand to 
Hand Struggie—Says He Feared He 
Would Be Killed While Asleep— 
Deseribes the “Lodge in a Vast 
Wilderness” Where Honeymoon 
Was Spent—Love Letters Promised, 


How a veteran of the civil war had a regu- 
lar battle with his wife, emerging triumphant 
with a casualty list of one broken finger, was 
a feature of the Ruthven W. Pike suit yes- 
terday. It was not the only one, however. 
Mr. Pike testified that his wife's favorite 
name for him was “ old fool.’’ Later he de- 
clared his wife’s face ‘“‘ haunted him in his 
dreams,” and that he often thought he would 
be killed while asleep. Going downtown from 
Fifty-seventh street at 5 a.m. to get his 
breakfast was a common happening, he 
testified. 

Judge Chytraus’ courtroom was filled with 
an eager crowd to hear the marital woes of 
the old man who married a young wife. 

Juror Webster opened the afternoon hear- 
ing by asking Pike to describe more in detail 
the times Mrs. Pike had called him a liar. 

“T was standing at the side of our child’s 
bed and Mrs. Pike was standing at the foot,"’ 
he answered. ‘She called me a liar and 
leaned over so that her face was within a foot 
of mine. I could see that she wanted me to 
slap her face, but I did not yield to the 
temptation.”’ 

Pike said that his wife was continually 
taunting him with his age, he being at least 
thirty years her senior. Then he told about 
the broken finger, which he showed to the 
jury. In the struggle he was reinforced by 
Prof. Thompson of the University of Chicago. 
In the struggle Mrs. Pike threw him on the 
floor several times, he sald, and once on the 
bed with such force that an fron bar was 
bent. Still, he triumphed in the end, he de- 
clared. Pike added that he was so feeble he 
never could control his wife unless he took a 
stimulant. His troubles with his wife, he 
said, had made him age faster in the last four 
years than in any previous fifteen. 

Further along Pike told of his wife's tem- 
per. While they lived in Rosalie court, he 
said, she was in a rage for days. That was 
the time of those early morning migrations 
in quest of a peaceful breakfast. 

Then Mrs. Pike's lawyer, Kickham Scan- 
lan began the cross examination, and Mr. 
Pike himself soon showed signs of temper. 
With reluctance he admitted that after his 
first marriage in 1857 he lived with his wife 
only a few days. Attorney Scanlan was par- 
ticular to have Pike describe the hunting 
camp in the wilds of Michigan, ten miles from 
the nearest settlement and twenty from the 
uearest railroad station, where he took his 
bride six weeks after they were married. 
The place was rough and human beings were 
seldom seen, The only furniture was a camp 
chair and a rough table and some “ commis- 
sary boxes,’’ a term which Pike said he 
learned to use when he was in the army. 
Attorney Seanlan tried to get Pike to say 
that his wife was so lonely there that she 
threatened to shoot herself. He would not 
admit that, however, saying that nearly a 
dozen men passed through the camp that 
summer. 

Attorney Scanlan promises to add interest 
to the trial when he introduces a number of 
love letters from Mr. to Mrs. Pike. 


ACCUSES HUSBAND OF SLANDER 


Mrs. Nicholas Decker Sues for Separate 
Maintenance, Action Arising from 
Previous Family Litigation. 


Another lawsuit has arisen in Ald. Nicho- 
las Decker’s family. Now it is his wife. who 
sues for separate maintenance, alleging 
slander and cruelty. The suit was filed in 
the Superior court yesterday afternoon. 

Several months ago Mrs. Frank Decker 
sued her brother-in-law, the alderman, say- 
ing he alienated her husband's affec- 
tions, She lost the suit. The result 
of that trial was a sult brought by the alder- 
man’s wife against her brother-in-law, John 
Decker, alleging slander. The charge of 
slander concerned a story that Mrs. Decker 
threw eggs at her mother. That case is 
now pending, 

The outgrowth of this legal tangle Is the 
bin filed yesterday. Mrs. Decker alleges 
that her husband and his brothers tried to 
have her expelled from the Ladies’ Aid so- 
ciety of the Grand Crossing Methodist 
church. In this they were unsuccessful, 
but the arguments they used are alleged to 
be slanderous. The charge of cruelty speci- 
fies that Ald. Decker went to Springfield 
for the opening of the legislature last weék 
and left his wife alone in the house sick.

NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—[Special.]—There 
was a decided falling off in the volume of 
speculation today, and this was attended 
with a general decline im prices. There 
were evidences of extensive sales for realiza- 
tion of profits, and, as the outside public 
failed to supply the needed new crop of buy- 
ers, the absorption of the stock thus thrown 
on the market was insufficient to maintain 
values. . 

In other worde, as soon as manipulative 
pressure was withdrawn and an attempt 
made to realize profits, there was an imme- 
diate fall in prives. The day was, in fact, 
without any large significance, any way, 
except it may be in the failure of the mar- 
ket to maintain the rapid pace set last week. 

Wall street gave most of its attention to 
the movements of Atchison, Erie, and Rock 
Island.. With the exception of Erie and 
Reading the most active security on the 
list was Atchison, which was dealt in to the 
extent of over 75,000 shares and was early a. 
strong feature, though suffering in the late 
reaction. In respect to the stock and the 
‘ reasons for its recent strength Wall street 

is much, perplexed... Many people in the 

financial district belleve that a deal of some 
magnitude is on involving the property, 
and that when it. shall be announced ample 
reason will be disclosed for the purchage of 
both the common and the preferred shares, 

Many other people, to the contrary, regard 

the movement as largely a manipulated one. 

That, however, Erie and Rock Island might | 

be involved in some project is by many peo- 

ple declared to be quite possible. 

- In this connection the report from Phila- 
. delphia of the intended application for the 
franchise of the Eastern Securities com- 
pany, one of the reported applicants, E. J.

PRISON FOR ARMY DRUNKARDS. 


Gen. MacArthur Decries Practice of Let- 
ting Them Go with Dishonora- 
a ble Discharge. 


The war department discourages the prac- 
tice of allowing soldiers who have been con- 
victed repeatedly, of drunkenness to escape 
with no other punishment than dishonorable 
discharge. In an order issued from the head- 
quarters of the department of the lakes 
Maj. Gen. MacArthur says that such a policy 
tends to encourage soldiers to sacrifice good 
character in order to sever themselves from 
the service, and he declares that this is 
gravely opposed to public policy. 

The order was inspired by the finding of a 
court martial in the case of Private Herbert 
H. Barrett at Fort Sheridan. He was sen- 
tenced to dishonorable discharge and the 
sentence was approved. 

Other sentences were approved as follows: 

Privates William Hewitt, company D, Four- 
teenth infantry; E. M. Morrissey, Ninth battery,

DEAL HARD BLOWS. 

Former Enjoins Advisory Board from 
Calling Out Men Employed on 
 Butlding in Emerald Avenue Which 
Olark Construction Company Is 
Up—Association of Bmploy- 
ers Gives Final Answer to Untons, 

Refusing Consent to the Weapon. 


The sympathetic strike, which for ten 
years has been a constant source of labor 
trouble, received two hard blows yester- 
day. The first came in the form of an In- 
junction declaring it illegal and the second 
in a positive refusal-on the part of the buéld- 
ing contractors of the city to permit its re- 
vival. 

Theinjunction, which was issued by Judge 
Axel Chytraus, wae aimed at a typical sym- 
pathetic strike, This was to have been 
called on a building at Forty-first street 
and Emerald avenue, which is being put up 
by the Clark Construction company. The 
unions had made all preparations to call off 
the men, but the injunction was served and 
they did not carry out their plans. 

The injunction was asked by the Builders, 
Painters and Decorators’ company and the 
petitton waa signed by its president, J. M. 
Styles. He alleged that the Clark Con- 
struction company, the general contractors, 
had awarded to his firm the contrect for 
decorating the building. He asserted that 
two days after his men began work repre- 
sentatives of the painters’ district council 
demanded that he pay a fine for an infringe- 
ment of its rules. 


Painters All Called Out. 
This he refused to do, and all his union 


their places with nonunion men, but the 
union pickets succeeded in getting all his em- 
ployés to stop work. 

When the company still refused to give in 
to the painters’ council, it is alleged, that. 
the advisory board took the matter up and 
informed the Clark Construction company 
that unless it abrogated the subcontract a 
general strike would be called. The right of 
a labor organization to take such a course 
was the main point discussed before Judge 
Chytraus, and his injunction declares it fl- 
legal. 

The men employed in the building are not 

prevented by the writ from leaving indi- 
vidually. This course will probably be 
taken. Labor leaders, however, declare this 
method to be unwieldy and seldom success- 
ful. 
The’ refusal of the contractors’ association 
to consent to sympathetic strikes was ex- 
pected by the men. Four different confer- 
ences were held. The union officials were 
told that the sympathetic strike was un- 
warranted and a costly nuisance, and would 
not be permitted under any circumstances. 
The contractors gave the men to understand 
that they would fight rather than concede 
the point. - 


Nonunion Man Asks Injunction. 


James Gavin, a bricklayér, petitioned the 
Superior court to issue an injunction restrain- 
ing the bricklayers and masons’ union from 
interfering with his right to work where 
and for whom he pleased. He declared that 
he never joined the union, and that to force 
him into it a conspiracy has been formed to 
drive him out of his present position with 
Angus Bros, | 

Since the coroner’s jury censured Swift & 
Co. for the boiler explosion in their plant the 
firemen and engineers have framed a work- 
ing schedule they believe will prevent all 
such accidents, and incorporated with it a 
new wage scale. The two were presented to 
the packers yesterday. The men fear that 
neither will be accepted without a strike, and 
are clamoring to have one called within a 
few days. This the officials of the uniong are 
trying to prevent. . 


NEWS OF THE INSURANCE FIELD. 


Unauthorized Fire Companies in Chi- 
cago Will Be Examined by the 
| State Department. 


The Illinois insurance department has 
started in té examine the unauthorized fire 
insurance companies operating in Chicago. 
The opinion of Judge Baker last week, decid- 
ing the mooted point that the companies 
were “doing business in Illinois’’ within 
the meaning of the law, even though they 
wrote no business on IlMnois property, has 
opened the way to secure the needed evi- 
dence. All that is necessary is to prove that 
these unlicensed companies have performed 
any of the usual functions of an insurance 
company to bring them under the penalty of 
the law. | 


The fire loss, which has been light for the 


. first week of the year, has almost doubled 


For the first week 
the average loss in the United States was 
$165,000 a day, but the losses for the last few 
days have put up the total since Jan. 1 to
